It Is almost certain 
that a daaspd to so® registration and license will be ma.de, 
and it would be safe to adsunc that the state police will be 
involved, fhlle the othed party to a major accident may have 
a right to the information contained in registration, driving

driving licenses and await th® arrival of the police. They 
should then attempt to have the police officers examine th.© 
CIA registration separately, without revealing the ownership 
of the car to the other party. They could then inform the 
police that they were acting in a confidential capacity and 
request that, if possible $ the ownership of the car by CIA 
not be made & matter of record. In case- th® police doubt 
their story and wish confirmation, your man should be in- 
structed then to sail you collect.
